DUNNE TRUSTEES 
CENSURED AGAIN. 


Members of St. James’ M. E. 
Church Demand That Pol- 
ities Shall Be Kept Out 
of the Schools. 


ATTACK BY PASTOR ROSS. 


Dr. Joseph Stolz, Former Mem- 
ber of Board of Education, 
Joins in the General 
Protest. 


Mayor Dunne’s school board came in again 
for stinging censure yesterday from many 
pulpits, the occupants of which joined in the 
universal cry against “ politics in the public 
schools.” At St. James’ Methodist Episcopal 
church, of which the Rev. William A. Quayle 
is the pastor, the congregation by a unani- 
mous vote adopted a petition callingupon the 
new charter convention to embody in the 
municipal code provisions for 4a “ nonparti- 
gee school board. 

At Isaiah temple the Rev. Joseph Stols, tun 
self a former member of the board, censured 
the members of the teachers’ federation for 
their hostility +o Supt. Cooley. 


Dr. Quayle Renews Fight. 

The action of the sc. James church, Ike 
its former vote, was unexpected. Just be- 
fore the opening of morning service Dr. 
Quayle announced his desire to speak on the 
school situation. 

“ This congregation has stirred things up. 
he said. “It had a right to. The publie 
schools are of public concern, and we as a 
body of citizens had an entire right to voice 
our criticism of its un-American manage- 
ment without being censured for ‘ butting in.’ 

“From the conviction that partisanship is 
at the root of this whole trouble in the public 
schools I have drawn up here a petition to 
the revision committee of the charter con- 
vention which, I think, covers the needs of 
the situation. I submit it for your approval.” 


Text of the Petition. 

He then read the petition, as follows: 

“In view of the fact that the public school 
is essential and fundamental to the American 
idea; and, further, in view of the fact that 
the school board of any community, and of 
Chicago in particular, is the most important 
board, as touching the welfare, present and 
prospective, of such community and the en- 
tire nation, 

Therefore, we, the congregation of st. 
James’ Methodist Episcopal church, urgently 
petition your honorable commission that in 
your provisions for the new charter you 
make stipulations for a nonpartisan school 

“Thé reasons for such a provision are 
urgent and many; and we, as citizens of this

Protest by Pastor Ross. 

The Rev. A. Arnold Ross, pastor of Ryder 
Memorial Universalist church, explained 
why the preachers of Chicago have voiced 
their disapproval of the “ slimy tentacles or 
politics "’ taking hold on the school board. 
The pastor’s retort came as a reply to Mayor 
Dunne’s expressed opinion that the min- 
isters of Chicago would be following their 
calling to a much greater degree if they would 
confine themselves to preaching the gospel 
of Christ and teaching brotherly love.“ 

Now the gospel of Christ has as its funda- 
mental principle the seeking after righteous- 
ness, said the Rev. Mr. Ross. Where- 
ever, therefore, the accredited servant of 
the kingdom discovers aught that threatens 
that principle, it is his most sacred duty to 
raise his voice in earnest protest, 


Incompetents on the Board. 

“The exigencies of partisan polities too 
often lead men holding high office to the 
performance of acts contrary to their sense 
of right, and to the appointment to positions 
of trust of those whose chief claim upon 
fim is a political one. While believing in 
the good intentions of our chief executive, we 
are convinced that he was betrayed into the 
appointment of sa many incompetents upon 
the school board by his not unnatural desire 
to favor personal friende and further the 
interests of cherished political policies. 

“The action of the board, or rather that 
portion of it for whose appointment the 
mayor willingly shoulders responsibility, 
has been overwhelmingly condemned by the 
public. What the public demands, and the 
clergy leads in seeking to secure, is a public 
school system absolutely free from all polit- 
ical meddling. Education is so closely allied 
to religion that a blow at one is an attack on 
the other. 

Politics must not be allowed to fasten its 
slimy tentacles upon the educational institu- 
tions of Hur country or city. The education 
of our youth is too important and sacred to 
permit of the selfish interference of those who 
would use its institutions as political spoils. 

“Our teachers must owe their positions 
to mo political pull, nor yet to the influence 
of a self-serving federation, but rather to 
their fitness to the full and faithful perform- 
ance of their duties.” 

Rebuke by Former Board Member. 

In the course of his sermon at Isaiah tem- 
ple Dr. Stolz said: 

“Our public schools are the bulwark of 
our republic and must be sacredly guarded 
agaibst the encroachments of politics, labor 
unions, indévidual vagaries, and every un- 
holy influence that may detract from the 
progress of the pupils or lessen the inatruct- 
ing ability of the teacher. 

“Those who know the long and bitter 
struggle it cost to get the merit system into 
the schools deplore the agitations which now 
threaten to undermine it; and they who un- 
derstand how necessary to a democracy is 
reverence for the law regret that in the name

PLAYS HORSE SHOW JUDGES. 


Principal Winner of Prize Rib- } 


bons Expresses Deep Disgust. 


MAKES OFFER TO CHARITY. 


C. W. Watson Says Competent Men 
Should Announce the Awards. 


C. W. Watson, capitalist and sportsman of 
Baltimore, who took more ribbone for his 
entries at the horse show just closed than 
any other exhibiter, is disgusted with the 
methods of the judges who awarded the 
prizes. if 

Mr. Watson left Chicago last evening for 
Balti d before leaving he declared 
that he was willing to put up $50,000, which 
he will pay to anz worthy charity, if, at a 
future horse show, own horses fail to cap- 
ture two ribbons to every one taken by the 
horses entered by the present stable ex- 
hibited by J. Hobart Moore, president of the 
Chicago Horse Show association. 

The conditions governing the challenge, 
Mr. Watson said, are that Tae CxHicaco 
TRIBUNE and two of the leading horse jour- 
nals of the country shall select the judges 
of the exhibit. Mr. Watson declared that, 
as a sportsman, he could not register a com- 
plaint, but he felt that if horse shows in 
Chicago are to be successful there must be 
first class judges to pass upon the entries. 


Thinks Only One Judge Good. 

He declared that in general the judges of 
the show just closed were bad, with the ex- 
ception of one man. Mr. Watson would not 
name this one, but it is thought he meaot 
Barclay Warburton of Philadelphia, son-in- 
law of John Wanamaker. 

When asked what he thought was the rea- 
son for the lack of interest in this year's 
horse show, Mr. Watson declared that, from 
a sportsman’s standpoint, it was that there 
was no confidence in the judges. 

“There must be an improvement in the 
judges if the Chicago horse show is to amount 
to anything.“ said Mr. Watson. I am not 
complaining. I have nothing to complain 
about, and if I had, I could not do so and be 
sportsmanlike.” 

“There also has been a great deal of in- 
difference on the part of Chicagoans who 
have good horses and who failed to exhibit 
them. How do they expect that an outsider 
can come here and spend from $10,000 to $15,- 
000 to bring good horses to the show, when 
Chicago people won't enter their own sta- 
bles? 

“TIT am willing to place $50,000 with any re- 
sponsible holder as a challenge that my 
horses will take two ribbons to every one 
taken by the present Moore stables at a fu- 
ture show. The judges, however, must be 
selected by THe CHICAGO TRIBUNB and two 
of the leading horse journale of the country.“ 


Thinks Partiality Was Shown. 
Mr. Watson said he felt all through the 
show that the judges were prejudiced against 
his entries and were strongly favorable to

the entry should not have received a prise. 
How cag a judge have one opinion while 
awarding prizes and another afterward is 
what Mr. Watson would like to know. 

The Baltimore sportsman had the largest 
entry of horses at the show and carried away 
twenty-seven ribbons—more than any other 
exhibiter. He had twenty-two horses at the 
show and they were entered in forty-six 
classes. 

Another thing which piqued him was that 
“ Ringing Bells,“ which he considers his 
prize horse, was not entered by the judges 
at all, because last Monday, while under 
halter, the animal was not considered. 

Horses Return to New York. 

Mr. Watson's stables were shipped to New 
York during the day and will be exhibited 
at the national horse show at Madison 
Square garden, which opens on Nov. 19. The 
sportsman declared there was a general feel- 
ing at the Chicago show, both among the 
exhibiters, with a few exceptions, and the 
public, that the judges were prejudiced un- 
duly against the Watson entries. 


DERAILED ENGINE PLOWS WAT 
THROUGH SALOON; TWO KILLED 


Jumps Track and Runs 125 Feet, Drag- 
ging Heavy Train Before It Smashes 
Into Drinking Place. 


Rome, N. Y., Nov. 4.—A locomotive draw- 
ing an east bound freight train on the Cen- 
tral railroad jumped the track today and 
plunged into a saloon. Engineer Albert 
Brown of Little Falls was caught in the 
wreckage and scalded to death. Brakeman 
Robert B. Vandervoort of Albany was 
crushed to death under the tender. Fireman 
Hugh L. Grover of Syracuse escaped through 
the cab window unhurt. 

The engine was hauling a train of fifty 
loaded cars. At the station in this city the 
engineer received the signal to cross over to 
another track. At a frog the locomotive 
jumped the track and ran along the ground 
a distance of 125 feet, when it swerved and 
then plowed straight into the saloon, a two 
story frame building. 

No one was in the barroom nor in any of 
the upper rooms. 

The car next to the tender was broken in 
two and the second car was turned on its side. 
No other cars left the track.

PART AFTER CLASH 


Illinois Central President 
Fails to Win Over Assist- 
ant’s Support from 


Harriman. 


BOTH HURRY TO GOTHAM. 


Gov. Deneen Promises to Vote 
for Chief in the Contest 
for Railroad Con- 
trol. 


Stuyvesant Fish, president of the Illinois 
Central railroad, yesterday made a final ap- 
peal to J. T. Harahan for aid in his fight 
against E. H. Harriman to retain control of 
the railroad as its executive head. It was 
without avail. Mr. Harahan will vote with 
the Harriman directors. He will be the new 
president of the Illinois Central. 

Mr. Fish departed in the afternoon for New 
York with the appearance and manner of a 
man who had suffered defeat, He will make 
his last stand at the meeting of the directors 
on Wednesday, but his removal as president 
is conceded by authorities who are best post- 
ed on perhaps the most dramatic situation 
that ever has occurred in the history of 
American railroading. 

Mr. Harahan also departed in haste for the 
east a few hours after Mr. Fish had gone. 

The attitudes of the two men apparently 
told the story. Mr. Fish wasdejected. It he 
had any fight left in him, his manner did not 
show it. He would not discuss the situation 
at all. Mr. Harahan’s attitude was that of a 
man who had been called to New York to as- 
sume the presidency of a great railroad sys- 


tem. 
Deneen to Stand by Fish. 

One solitary ray of comfort was left Mr. 
Fish. Gov. Deneen told him in the morning 
that he would go to New York and vote for 
him—that he would stand by him to the last. 
At the same time the governor did not encour- 
age Mr. Fish in the belief that he would win. 

It also became known during the day that 
John C. Welling, who has been regarded 
a stanch supporter of Mr. Fish, would not be 
able to attend the directors’ meeting on 
Wednesday. Mr. Welling was too ill to see 
any one at his residence, 4960 Greenwood 
avenue, but it was authoritatively stated that 
his health would not permit him to leave his 
room, and that he would not attend the New 
York meeting on Wednesday.

Meet in Dramatic Clash. 

Then came the dramatic event of the day. 
Mr. Fish alone, and with a great load on his 
mind, went to the office of the second vice 
president of the Illinois Central on the sixth 
floor of the general offices of the railroad in 
Park row. 

What occurred at that final conference only 
can be conjectured, for neither of the men 
would discuss it later, but it is easy to 
imagine. That it was stormy at times there 
is no doubt. 

Everything that is said or written about 
that momentous conference behind closed 
doors must be conjectural. Ope thing is cer- 
tain. Mr. Fish and Mr. Harahan did not 
waste any time in pleasantries or talk about 
the weather. They got down to business 
without loss of time. The conference lasted 
a little more than half an hour. The faces 
of both men at its close indicated that they 
had been subjected to severe mental strain.

FINDS PRISON GUARDS EAS 


Skelly, Joliet Convict, Escapes 
Again After Being Recaptured: 


FINALLY LANDED. IN CELL. 


Caught First on Train, but Tempora- 
rily Outwits Captors. 


The gentlemanly and accommodating vigi- 
lantes at Joliet prison were given two more 
jolts yesterday in their task of recapturing 
Dennis Skelly, the Chicago convict who broke 
out of the penitentiary with a sledge hammer 
applied to the bars of a window. Skelly now 
is in solitary confinement, but only after two 
attempts made at his capture by Werden 
Murphy’s men. 

After they had recovered early yesterday 
from the shock of Skelly’s departure guards 
from the prison swarmed through the barren 
country in the vicinity of the penitentiary 
and finally the fugitive was located. 

Guards William Taylor and Charles Neals 
were in the vicinity of the Alton tracks ques- 
tioning trainmen in hope of obtaining in- 
formation which might lead to Skelly’s cap- 
ture, when they spied Skelly riding on the 
bumpers of an Alton freight train: Skelly 
readily yielded to the guards, allowed them 
to adjust a pair of handcuffs on his wrists, 
and started for the prison. 


Prison Guards Are Easy. 

When in sight of the penitentiary gates, 
Skelly asked permission to enter a toiletroom. 
His manacies were unfastened and the 
guards waited for the convict outside. When 
he failed to return in ten minutes the door 
was opened. Skelly had slipped away through 
an open window. With at least a mile start 
of the guards they were unable to obtain a 
trace of him and, at the same time hesitated 
to tell their troubles to Warden Murphy, who 
obviously was not in a happy frame of mind. 

But Skelly finally was landed by a wise old 
farmer after all the warden’s guards had 
failed. The convict made his way to Lemont 
and was seen crossing the farm of Henry 
Reed near Lemont. Reed, noticing his con- 
an gsi garb, harnessed his horse and drove 

a gallop to Lemont, where he telephoned

Returned; Put in Solitary. 

Meanwhile Guard Taylor had returned to 
the penitentiary. Accompanied by Guaré Joha 
Johnson, Taylor hurried to the farm of Reed. 
Skelly was found asleep in a stone quarry 
between Lemont and Sag bridge. He was 
weakened by his long tramp and lack of food, 
and readily returned, this time in double 
handcuffs and under the watchful eye of both 
guards. Warden Murphy immediately or- 
dered him placed in solitary confinement,

PRESIDENT STARTS FOR PANAMA 
THURSDAY; SETS PRECEDENT. 


Program for Trip Includes Holiday 
Jaunt Through Porto Rico—Execu- 
tive Plans to Tramp Along Banks 
of Big Isthmian Diteh, See Hvery-~ 
thing That Is to Be Seen, and Talk 
with Al Classes of Workers 
There. ‘ 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 4:-—[Special.)— 
President Roosevelt, accompanied by Mrs. 
Roosevelt and Surgeon General Rixey of the 
navy, Will leave here Thursday evening on 
the Mayflower for Hampton Roads There he 
will board the battleship Louisiana midst a 
thunder of the national salute of twenty-one 
guna, the man-of-war will hoist anchor, and 
then away for Panama. | : 

The president is breaking precedents with- 
out merey in connection with his Panama 
trip. When he made his trip from New Or- 
leans to Hampton Roads with the armored 
Cruiser squadron he went outside of the ma- 
rine limits of the United States, and now he 
proposes to go ten days away from American 
soil, P 

A president of the United States has never 
placed his foot on foreign soil. Mr. Roosevelt 
will do so at Panama. Hawaii can be reached 
from San Francisco in less time than Panama 
ean from Hampton Roads, and Europe in 
much less time from New York. Perhaps 
with the precedent of visiting foreign lands 
established a trip may be made by an Amer- 
ican executive to Europe. This will come, 
however, only when the people are better 
educated in this direction. 


Plans Side Trip to Porto Rico. 


Upon leaving Colon on the return trip the 
president will go to Porto Rico. The Porto 
Ricans have the kindliest feeling for the 
president, as he is known to feel they should 
have the status of American citizens. More- 
over, he honored them by placing their dele- 
gate in congresson the American commission 
to the Pan-American conference at Rio de 
Janeiro. Therefore he expects to have a 
cordial reception in the island dependency. 

The president will cross the island, talk 
with the natives, and make one or two 
speeches. Then he will sail for Hampton 
Roads. He will be here in ample time for 
the opening of congress on Dec. 3. 

On its voyage to Panama the Louisiana 
will be accompanied as bicycle policemen " 
by the armored cruisers Washington and 
Tennessee. By means of wireless telegraphy 
President Roosevelt will be kept au courant 
with developments in America and the rest 
of the world, and any business of immediate 
importance will be conveyed to him by this 
means. The navy has stations at Charleston 
and Key West, so that there will be no dym - 
culty about communication on this stage of 

e voyage. 
when the ships reach the Caribbean sea 
the wireless station at Guantanamo will be 
depended upon to keep Mr. Roosevelt in- 
formed and to transmit to Washington any 
instructions he may care to give. The navy 
has experimented with the Guantanamo 
station and has had no trouble in transmit- 
ting and receiving ‘messages to and from 
Panama. 
Will Study Men and Project. i 

In order that there may be no question, 
however, other ships equipped with wireleess 
telegraphy will be in constant communica- 
tion with the Louisiana. The armored cruis- 
ers accompanying the battleships can beem- 
ployed as dispatch boats should the neces- 
sity arise. With such a formidable array of 
armored craft, it is extremely doubtful it 
even the ghost of the redoubtable Capt. Kidd 
will care to attempt to board the president's

dent has in mid would not bear at all upon 
the man of moderate means, as in England, 
but would strike those who have large in- 
comes and who he believes can well afford to 
pay for the protection of their property. 

It has been the aim of the president in 
writing his annual message to strike a mod- 
erate note. He is opposed emphatically to 
the radicalism of Bryan and Hearst. He be- 
lieves in corporate enterprise, and he would 
not have it restricted by laws which indis: 
criminately strike at the good and bad of 
this phase of modern industrial life, From 
Mr. Garfield the president has secured val- 
uable ‘data, giving the results of his inves- | 
tigations of various trusts, and this has been 
used by him in formulating his message. 
The president is much gratified with the op- 
eration of the néw railroad rate law and the 
prosecution of railroads and the Standard 
Oll company under the anti-rebate laws. 
Prosecution of the Standard under the anti- 
trust law will be commenced within a few 
weeks. 

Labor and Politics. 

Mutual coJperation of capital and labor 
has been a subject the president has dis 
cussed in former messages and he has 
welt upon it in a document he has just 
completed. The president believes much 
oan be done by legislation to facilitate this 
cobperation, but he urges that more can 
be achieved through forbearance and con- 
sideration for each other by employer and 
employe. His recommendations for labor 
legislation unquestionably will have an 
important influence upon the comtinuance 
of labor in politics. 

The social question in the United States 
has assumed proportions which compel the 
president to give it attention in his annual 
message. He looked with keen regret upon 
the uprising of the whites against the blacks 
at Atlanta and he has had under considera- 
tion for some days reports of army afficers 
who investigated the rioting of negro soldiers 
in Texas. Just before he left for Virginia 
he consulted Booker T. Washington for 
two hours with regard to the condition of 
the negroes of the country and the steps 
which should be taken to improve the re- 
lations betweén them and the whites. It 
is not known specifically what recommend- 
ation the president makes but it is believed 
he has confined himself more to explaining 
to all the people the imperative necessity of 
greater toleration. ' 


Would Restrict Immigration. 

Both houses of congress passed bills re- 
stricting immigration at the last session, but 
adjournment occurred before the conference 
committee could deal with the subject. 
There are features in the house and also in 
the senate bill to which the president objects, 
and he will seek their elimination. The pres- 
ident is in entire sympathy with the law for 
the exclusion of Chinese, but he insists upon 
courteous treatment being accorded to ex- 
cepted classes which are granted admission. 
The treaty Mr. Root is negotiating defines 
more explicitly these classes than the old 
convention which expired a couple of years 
ago. The president dwells with the utmost 
seriousness upon the questions which have 
developed with Japan and waras Americans 
to adopt a more courteous attitude toward 
far eastern people and to treat them in all 
respects as they do Buropeans. 

The results of the Pan-American congress, 
and especially Secretary Root’s visit to South 
American nations, are certain to inure to the 
advantage of the United States and its sister 
republics, both politically and commercially. 
So far as Cuba is concerned, the president 
shows the United States was compelled to 
intervene to prevent anarchy in the island. 
As soon as @ condition of tranquillity is re- 
stored elections will be held and again the 
Cubans will be left to work out their own 
gaivation. The president firmly believes in 
American citizenship for Porto Ricang.

Suspect, When Confronted with Proof

Three police officials, a stenographer, and 
@ notary public sat in Chief Colline’ office 
for two hours yesterday afternoon waiting 
for Leonard Leopold to admit his share of 
the murder of Mrs. Margaret Leske in the 
Palace hotel on Oct, 18 as set forth in the 
confession of Howard Nicholas. 

When the second “sweatbox ’’ ordeal to 
which the prisoner has been subjected since 
his return from Wausau, Wis., adjourned 
the note book of the stenographer was 
empty. Leopold walked down the corridor 
as if he had no cares on his mind. He laughed 
and joked with his guards in the evening and 
bore no evidence of “ weakening under the 
preseure which the police have put on him. 

Althougn confronted with the evidence of 
several witnesses who have corroborated 
Nicholas’ statement as to his wanderings 
with Leopold the day after the murder, Leo- 
pold insisted that he would make no state- 
ment. 

The police are confronted with a hard prob- 
lem. 8o far they have not found a single 
clew which will connect Leopold with the 
murder. Nicholas’ statement as to what 
took place in the room stands unsupported. 


Precedents Ignored by Collins. 

Chief Collins has taken the case entirely 
into his own hands. Norepresentative of the 
state's attorney’s office has been asked to 
assist in the examination, a procedure never 
before adopted. The reason for this is said 
to He in the refusal of the state’s attor- 
ney’s men to coUperate with the police de- 
partment while a certain member of the 
chief’s staff is included. 

While the examination of Leopold was go- 
ing on the voice of Chief Collins could be 
heard, but when the party came out the chief 
insisted he had not been swearing at the 
prisoner. He adopted his tactics of the night 
before in refusing to give out the result of 
the questioning.

something against Leopold.

MAN MISSING MANY WEEKES SAYS 
HE WAS HELD AS HOBO. 


Statement to Chief of Police of New- 
ark, N. J., Recites How He Was 
Slugged at Night, Bundled Into 
Box Car While Unconscious, and 
Comes To in Altoona, Pa.—Arrested 
and Sentenced as Tramp Despite 
Pleas. 


Newark, N. J., Nov. 4.—[{Special.]—Frank 
L. Hopkins, who disappeared under mys 
terious circumstances from Newark on July 
20 last, has turned up at Hampton Junction 
at the home of his wife’s parenta, with whom 
Mre. Hopkins hae lived since her husband's 
disappearance, 

Hopkins is a member of a firm of building 
contractors. On the day of his disappearance 


he left the firm’s office to pay off some labor- 
ers. That was the last seen of him. 

When a charred human ekeleton was discov- 
ered on a mountain near Hampton Junction 
a few weeks ago there wae a suspicion that 
it was that of Hopkins, who might have been 
on his way to the homeof hie wife’s relatives 
when murdered and robbed. But a letter re- 
ceived by Mrs. Hopkins from her husband, 
sent from a Pennsylvania city seon after- 
ward, dispelled this theory. 


Explains Disappearance to Police. 

Chief of Police Adams today received the 
following statement from Hampton Junction, 
gent on authority of Hopkins’ family: 

“Mr. Hopkins spent the Sunday prior to 
his disapparance with his family. On the 
following Friday night. July 20, he returned 
home after a busy day and found a letter 
awaiting him from Mrs. Hopkins. Heat once 
wrote a reply and, desiring the letter to go 
out in the early morning mall, left his home 
for the purpose of mailing it, as it wee late 
at night. 

“As he was walking along the street some 
person dealt him a terrible blow on the head, 
which rendered ‘him unconscious. 

From that time he was not conscious of 
anything that transpired until he found he 
was on a moving train, which did not stop 
until it reached Altoona, Pa. There he was 
taken from a boxcar, in which he had been 
placed in a semi-conscious condition, unable 
at first to give any name or any explanation 
of what had occurred or how he came to be 
there. 

Comes To; Finds He Is Robbed, 

He was taken to the police station. When 
he gained consciousness he discovered he 
had been robbed of $50, a gold watch and 
chain; and all his clothing except his trousers, 
shoes, and shirt. , 

The index finger of his left hand was 
badly mangled and his head was injured. A 
dilapidated coat containing a bottle of whisky 
had been thrown in the car. 

“The police justice refused to receive an 
explanation. After begging to be allowed to 
write Mrs. Hopkins his request was granted. 
The letter never was received. Neither was 
one he intended to mail the night he was 
attacked. ‘ 

He was taken for a tramp and sentenced 
to hard labor breaking stone. 

“On being released Mr. Hopkins made his 
way to town, where he met an acquaintance 
of years ago, who rendered him assistance 
and gave him a recommendation by which he 
obtained work as a drafteman, and thereby 
earned sufficient funds to return home. 
Mr. Hopkins had heard nothing of the 
excitement caused by finding a skeleton ona 
mountain. He knew nothing of the annoy- 
ance Mrs. Hopkins had been subjected to in 
the investigation of that case.

OUT CARNEGIES CARNEGIE 


| WISCONSIN TEACHER INVENTS A 


NEW SYSTEM OF SPELLING. 


Alphabet with Forty-three characters 
Ise Formulated, Which Will Spell 
All Werds Just as They Sound— 
Author Characterizes Steel King’s 
Efforts as Waste of Money—Con- 
tends New Way Will Make Learn 
ing English Easy. 


La Crosse, Wis., Nov. 4.—[Special.]—With 
the telegraphic code as a basis, Philip B. 
Lehmann, a former school teacher of La 
Crosse, at last has perfected a new form 
of phonetic spelling, on which he has been 
working for the last fifteen years. He pro- 
poses to bring it to the attention of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Andrew Carnegie. 

John J. Esch, representative in congress 
from the Seventh Wisconsin district, will 


| present the Lehmann form of spelling to 


President Roosevelt when he goes to Wash- 
ington at the end of this month. He also 
will endeavor to call the attention of con- 
gress to it. 

In the new form of spelling there are no 
silent letters, except in homophonous words 
and the letter h.“ There are no alpha- 
Betical equivalents, excepting ‘“g”’ for 
,“ and 7 for “1,” each at the end of 
words, and ade Shed for 46 Ks, and “* gs * and 
ee k 7° for oe a” 

Alphabet Has Forty-three Characters. 

An increase is made in the present alphabet 
from twenty-six characters to forty-three. 
Of these thirty-eight are letters and five are 
combinations. “Th,” “sh,” “ch,” “ wh,” 
and ng constitute the oral elements of 
the new language when written. 

Lehmann conceived his idea while working 
as an operator on the old Southern Minnesota 
road, now a branch of the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul. 

The author contends that the entire Eng- 
lish language can be learned after a short 
course of study under his system. The mere 
hearing of a word pronounced will serve to 
have it written correctly, as the spoken and 
written word are alike. 

Lehmann brands the Carnegie spelling 
board as a detriment to spelling reform. Its 
results, he says, show absolutely no improve- 
ment or general benefits. He believes that 
Carnegie is spending thousands foolishly in 
having a list of 300 phonetic words com- 
piled. He bases this belief on the fact that it 
is impossible to form or express forty-three 
— with an alphabet of only twenty-six 
etters. 


“Curly-cue’’ Changes Sound. 

The new alphabet contains six sounds of 
“a,” two = e, two of 1,“ three of o 
four of u.“ When a letter has a different 
sound, a 154 or twist denotes the variations 
in pronunciation. 

The general rules for spelling, with a list of 
600 words under the reform system, has been 
issued in pamphlet form by the author. 
Write the sound as you hear it,” say the 
rules. 

To illustrate the new system, the following 
examples are given: 

Care, Kar. 

Ice, ic. 

Lone, lon. 

Clay, kla. 

In the word care, a caret is placed over the 
“a” to denote the sound. 

Lehmann has written more than 10,000 
words with his new system. He uses it in 
family correspondence.’ 

Lehmann has placed his system before 
Andrew Carnegie by letter. He expects an 
answer shortly.

Fighters in the Federa- 
tion of Labor. 


FEAR LOSS OF MEMBERS. 


Say They Won’t Be Pushed Aside 


by New City Employes’ 
| Organization. 


The new firemen's union, composed of em- | 


ployés of the city fire department, found yes- 
terday that the labor movement is not a bed 
of roses. 

Anticipating an effusive welcome to the 
union ranks, the firemen sent their delegates 
to be seated fg the federauon of labor. 
President John Fitzpa of the central 
body was sponsor for the new organization 
and the sailing seemed smooth, but the fire- 
men did not reckon with the stationary engi- 
neers, 

The engineers promptly started a fight by 
objecting to the seating of the firemen dele- 
gates, John O'Neill and H. M. Ward. The 
objection was that a number of enginemen 
in the fire department are members of the 
engineers’ union No. 3, and that an attempt . 
is being made to lift these men into the 
city employés’ union. 

Wouldn’t Be Pushed Aside. 

“We're not going r 
coming in here and shoving us aside,’ 
claimed Delegate Quinlan of the oan 9 
‘‘ We have seventy members of the fire de- 
partment in our union and we intend to keep 
them, firemen’s union or no firemen’s union. 
I understand they have only about 250 mem- 


bers. 4 ‘ 

Delegate Goding demanded to know “ how 
the firemen got a charter.” This called for 
an explanation from President Fitzpatrick. 

“The union was organized in a hurry,” 
said he, and a lot of things haven't W 
straightened out vet.“ 

But we want them settled before we W 
mit these flremen delegates to have votes in 
this federation,” said Gooding. We spent 
$350 organising the city engineers and we 
intend to control them.“ 


Will Get Enough Trouble. 

Delegate Harding of the printers sug- 
gested it was wrong to treat the new union 
so coldly.”’ 

“The firemen will have plenty of troubles,” 
said Harding, and we ought to make it as 
easy as possible for them.“ 

President Fitzpatrick finally ruled that the 
only objections he would entertain must be 
based on opposition to the delegates-person- 
ally. Ona vote the firemen were seated, the 
engineers voting solidly against the ruling. 

The first action of the firemen in sympathy 
with organized labor was to contribute money 
to help the lithographers in their strike. 
Delegate Ward announced that a contribu- 
tion already had been made and said the fire- 
men would furnish mopey to aid strikers 
whenever called upon do so. 

Acting President Barney Tigh of the litho- 

graphers’ union afterward made an appeal 
for financial assistance in carrying on the 
eight hour day fight, and the federation voted 
its support. Mr. Tigh reported the litho- 
graphers, who are on strike all over the 
country, as being hard pressed by the vari- 
ous employers’ associations, and that a crisis 
has been reached in the struggle. 


Store Drivers Not Troubled. 


The department store drivers also met and 
officials of the union said afterward there was 
mo possibility of any trouble with employers. 
It was reported most of the drivers are well 
satisfied with present conditions. Another 
meeting will be held next Sunday. 

Four thousand hodcarriers participated in 
the dedication of their new “ temple ” erected 
at Green and Harrison streets, which will be 
occupied as headquarters by the local unions 
of building laborers hereafter. Herman Wol-

New York, Nov. 4—[Gpecial.}—Gen. John 


13 Ketocham, who has been nominated 


nineteen times for congress by republicans 
ot the Twenty-first New York district, and 
who was in congress almost continuously 
from 1866, died this morning in St. Dliza- 
beth’s hospital, this city, after a long iliness 
following a third attack of paralysis. 

Congressman Ketcham received a unani- 
mous vote every time he was nominated. 
He declined to run for ejection to the Fifty- 
third and Fifty-fourth congress because of 
ili health. Early in October last, altho 
he was then in the hospital in a weak condi- 
tion, the republicans in canvention in Pough- 
keepsie placed him in nomination once more. 

Gen. Ketoham was 78 years old, and was 
born in Dover Plains, Dutchess county, 
where he made his home. Im point of serv- 
ice he was the dean of both branches of con- 
gress. He had been active in politics ever 
since he was 22 years old. He served active- 
ly through the civil war, and with hig regi- 
ment was engaged at Gettysburg and in 
Sherman’s march to the sea. While still at 
the front he was elected to the Thirty-eighth 
congress. He suffered defeat the only time 
in 1872, when John O. Whitehouse, democrat, 
beat him. 

President Grant made him a commission 
of the District of Columbia, which office 
held from 1874 to 1877. He resigned to take his 
seat in the Forty-seventh congress. From 
then on, with two exceptions, when he de- 
clined to run after being nominated, he 
served continuously as congressman. In the 
last ‘election he got a greater number of 
votes in the district than Roosevelt and 
Fairbanks. 
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FRANCE 10 MEET DEFICIT 


ESTIMATED SHORTAGE IN REVE- 
NUES IS $35,000,000. 


Part of Necessary Fund in Order to 
Balance Accounts Will Be Obtained 
by Increasing Tax on Absinthe and 
Medicinal Specialties — Short Term 
Treasury Bonds a Possibility—in- 
‘terest in Cabinet’s Announcement 
ef Policy in Governmental Affairs. 


PARIS, Nov. 4.—<According to « letter from 
Minister of Finance Caellaux to the chairman 
of the budget committee, the budget for 1907 
shows, in round figures, a revenue of $730,- 
000,000 and expenditures amounting to $765,- 
000,000, making a deficit of $85,000,000. 

In order to provide for this deficit there 9 
been added to the revenue the sunrof 7,000. 
000 through increased taxation on absinthe 
matches, and medicinal specialties, and the 


‘raising of the postal rates on newspapers and 


samples, and $15,000,000 through the reduc- 
tion of various charges and the estimated in- 
crease in receipts from other sources. The 
remainder will be raised by a loan.

Chicago Merchant for Thirty Years

Thomas J. Shay, one of Chicago’s pioneer 
citizens, died yesterday morning at his home, 
419 Superior street, after an illness of two 
weeks, of arterial coroais. 

Mr. Shay, who was 67 years old, was born 
in Cappoquin, Waterford county, Ireland, 
and came to America when 9 years old. In 
1870 he came to Chicago and engaged in the 
shoe business with a son of Dr. Daniel K.

The steam railways with 
their suburban trains, the street ear eom- 
panies, and the elevated roads are all 
appealing for passengers, the time of 
travel, the amount of the fare, and the 
convenience to the patron being elements 
of influence. The most accessible ought 
to prove the most popular, other things 
being equal. If it does not there is evi- 
dence of bad management somewhere. 

Comparisons show that, despite the 
trolleyizing of the street car lines, Octo- 
ber was the best month of the year for 
the Metropolltan, Northwestern, and Oak 
Park elevated roads, while six other 
months from November to November in 
the record of the south side road indicated 
larger patronage. These. figures seem to 
show that three of the elevated roads 
have not suffered from the change in the 
character of the service om the surface 
lines, while the fourth feele the effect of 
the four competing trolley roada to the 
south. But'the impression one gains ‘from 
an examination of the summaries of 
travel is that the people are not satis- 
fied with the changes which the street 
car companies have made, and, as a con- 
sequence, are not ready to transfer their 
patronage to the latter. 

The surface lines, however, have a 
great chance for improvement. They are 
likely to furnish more attractive and com- 
fortable cars. They will improve the 
roadbed so as to be able to increase speed 
and so save time. Their accessibility and 
convenience ought to make them the most 
popular and best patronized of the trans- 
portation lines. They have no stairs to 
be climbed and they land their passengers 
right in the heart of things. Only a nar 
row. and shortsighted policy could pos- 
sibly suggest to them the furnishing to 
Chicago of anything but the best in the 
way of conveniences. 

The elevated roads have many things in 
their favor. They are up above the con- 
fusion of the streets. They have an un- 
interrupted right of way. They have 
fewer stops to make. They can run 
trains at greater speed. But they have 
not much chance for such advances’ as 
the street car companies ought to plan. 
If express service is arranged and facili- 
ties in the way of tracks are provided 
so as to permit the rapid moving of such 
trains it will be a substantial gain. There 
is no reason to suppose that there will 
be any serious diminution of the patron- 
age of the elevated roads, no matter 
what improvements are made upon the 
surface. 

The steam suburban trains have hard- 
ly been touched by transportation im- 
provements, They have their favoring 
patrons, who see in the service furnished 
advantages not afforded by the more 
democratic street cars. The cars used 
are wellJighted at night, are well heated, 
are kept much cleaner than others, and, 
in general, proclaim a service which is

HONOR AMONG MEN AND WOMEN. 
One of the interesting discussions of 


of Women Workers in Great Britain re- 
lated to the relative sense of honor pos- 


the conclusions are the more important, 
so far as they give credit to man. One 
of the most prominent members .of the 
union spoke reprehendingly of that defect 
in feminine honor which cheats at games, 
“talke of having servan}s when 
have none,” reads other people’s letters, 
and listens to conversations intended for 
other ears. 

The reason assigned for these lapses 
from honorable conduct was the neglect 
of early training. Boys are taught to be 
chivalrous toward girls. A boy knows 
that when he cheats he will be spurned 
by his fellows. But a girl is handicapped 
by the knowledge of boyish chivalry and 
by the fact that her little digressions will 
be tolerated. Boys abide by an umpire’s 
decision; if girls do not like the decision 
they appeal from it. And, to eum up the 
whole matter as discussed by the speaker, 
“ girls generally have more sense of honor 
by nature and boys more by training.” 

Another speaker lamented the fact that 
the public expects a lower sense of honor 
in women than in men. It is generally 
assumed that a woman will smugzle 
whenever the opportuhity presents, and, 
although punishment may follow in ac- 
cordance with law, nobody is disposed to 
marvel because a woman takes advantage 
of an elastic conscience. The speaker 
maintained that this reproach—for it can 
be called nothing else—should be over 
come by women, who must conceive so 
high a notion of honor as to dispense 
with all the courtesies of a false chiyalry. 

Had this debate been carried on in 
America it would have involved some- 
thing more than playing games, fibbing 
about servants, and poking into other 
people’s correspondence. While it might 
have been admitted that the sister on this 
side of the Atlantic is likewise handi- 
capped by certain obstacles of chivalry, it 
would have been shown that the promo- 
tion of thousands of women to positions 
of trust and responsibility has developed 
a standard of honor and integrity which 
men might well desire to attain. The ar- 
gument is frequently advanced that great- 
er power and longer opportunity have 
made men in confidential positions less 
honorable than women, and that a wom- 
an is honest because she has not yet 
learned to be dishonest. This would indi- 
cate, then, that a woman has a sense of 
honor by nature which she loses by train- 
ing, a conclusion which the English union 
would be disinclined to accept. 

A notable feature of the English dis- 
cussion was the general admission of the 
superiority of men in respect to honor, 
coupled with the modest assurance that 
“there is much more honor among girls 
now than there was two centuries ago.” 
The Englishwoman— except in occasional 
outbreaks in the neighborhood of parlia- 
ment—never forgets how humble she 
should be in her attitude toward man. 
The American woman would be less 
deferential, less appreciative of that tol- 
erant chivalry which has played such 
havoc with the honor of the ladies of 


Britain.

Austria which proved so invaluable to the 
authorities at Berlin, especially in the war 
between Austria and gia in 1866. 

The princess died some fourteen years ago, 
universally regretted and deeply mourned 
by her husband, who was one of the princi- 
pal dignitaries of the imperial court and of 
thé army, commanding, among other corps, 
the famous and historic Archer guard. 

— 


The prince leaves only one son, Prince 
Francis Windisch-Graetz, who had been a 
source of great sorrow to him, and who, a 
couple of years ago, attracted unpleasant at- 
tention by his arrest and imprisonment at 
Buenos Ayres for the gross maltreatment of 
his ttle 6 year old boy. 

Married to Countess Margaret Harrach, he 
was compelled, owing to all sorts of unsavory 
financial scandals following his insolvency, 
to leave not only Austria but also Europe 
and to seek refuge in the new world. It was 
on the condition of his keeping the Atlantic 
between them that his father and other rel- 
atives in Austria consented to make him an 
allowance for the maintenance of his wife 
and children, who insisted upon following 
him into exile. For a time he lived in Brazil, 
but eventually made his way to Buenos 
Ayres, where, through his father’s influence 
with the Argentine minister at Vienna, he se- 
cured a position as instructor of cavairy— 
an arm in which he hed originally served in 
Austria, though, of course, his connection 


with Emperor Francis Joseph's army as 


one of his officers had long since ceased. 
— 


The house of Windisch-Graetz is one of the 
most ancient and illustrious of Hurope, hav- 
ing been established in Styria since the thir- 
teenth century. Its chief is Prince Alfred, 
who for a number of years was prime min- 
ister of Austria, and who is now president 
of the Austrian house of lords. One of its 
members—namely: Prince Otto—is married 
to Archduchess Elizabeth, grandchild of the 
emperor, and the only daughter of the late 
Crown Prince Rudolph. 

Prince Hugo Windisch-Graetz married the 
late duchess of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, and 
there have been many other matrimonial 
alliances of the Windisch-Graetzes with the 
now reigning dynasties of Europe. 

In Vienna, however, the name of this fam- 
fly is not beloved. For the people of that gay 
capital cannot forget that it was Field — 
shal Prince Alfred Windisch-Graetz who sub-; 
jeéted the inhabitants to all the horrors oi 
siege, bombardment, and martial law in 1848 
when they had revolted against the crows 
and government, massacred several of the 
ministers, including the unfortunate Count 
Latour, and had driven the imperial family 
from the metropolis ta geek refuge in the 
stronghold of Olmutz. ; : 

When Emperor Nicholas I. declined: to con. 
cede to Napoleon III. the title of brother,“ 
which always if used by reigning sovereigns 
in their formal epistolary communications 
between one another, the French ruler 
avenged the affront by bringing about the 
Crimean war, so disastrous and humiliating 
to Russia that it bréke the proud apirtt of 
the great Muscovite autocrat and caused his 
death. One cannot refrain from recalling t 
in observing Emperor William's refusal to 
accord the title of brother in his recent 
letter to the duke of Cumberland on the sub- 
ject of the throne of Brunswick. : 

The duke of Cumberland is the de jure, 
though not the de facto, sovereign of Bruns- 


wick, and figures as such on the pages of the 


Almanach de Gotha. On the strength of 
this the duke in his letter to the German 
kaiser addressed him as Well beloved 
cousin and brother.” In acknowledging the 
letter, Emperor William restricted himself 
to the words “ Well beloved cousin,“ with- 
holding the words “and brother,” thereby 
indicating that he did not recognize the duke 
of Cumberland as sovereign of Brunswick. 

Nicholas I. was even still less complimen- 
tary to Napoleon III. For when the latter 
addressed him as brother he restricted 
himself to the word friend in replying to 
the communication of the French monarch. 

There was some embartassment at first as 
to how reigning sovereigns should address 
presidents of republics and it was finally 
solved by the adoption of the following 
phrase: Great and good friend.“ which al- 
ways was used by Queen Victoria in her for- 
mal and ceremonious epistolary communica- 
tions to the chief magistrates of the United 
States.

In response to inquiries.which have reached 
me concerning the so-called Brunswick 
treasure,“ which for near a quarter of a cen- 
tury has constituted the principal feature 
of the Imperial Museum of Art and Industry 
at Vienna, and which now is being hurriedly 
removed from there by the duke of Cum- 
berland to avoid its seizure through legal 
process by the Brunswick government, I 
would say that the principal portion thereof 


dates from Henry, surnamed The Lion,“ 


the first of the dukes of Brunswick and 
founder of the sovereign house of Bruns 
wick. 

On his return home from a pilgrimage to 
the holy land in 1172, he visited Conestanti- 
nople, where the Byzantine emperor loaded 
him with gifts and treasures, many of them 
of a sacred and ecclesiastical character. In- 
deed, when he reached Brunswick again he 
erected the Cathedral of St. Blasius there, in 
order to serve as a suitable receptacle for the 
sacred relics and costly, bejemmed shrines, 
crucifixes, goblets, etc., which he had 
brought back from Constantinople. 

There the so-called Brunswick treasure ” 
remained for hundreds of years undisturbed, 
even by the thirty years’ war, being, how- 
ever, subsequently removed to the treasure 
chambers of the ducal palace, to be pre- 
served along with the ducal scepter, crown, 
and other jeweled regalla. 

At the death of the late Duke William of 
Brunswick in 1884 these treasures, being re- 
garded as heirlooms of the house of Guelph, 
passed into the possession of the surviving 
senior representative of the family—namely: 
the present duke of Cumberland, who loaned 
them to the Imperial Museum at Vienna, 
from which he now is withdrawing them. 

— 


Although the new minister of foreign af- 
fairs and de facto chancellor of the Austro- 
Hungarian empire is merely a baron in point 
of nobiliary rank, and his barony ts but 100 
years old, he is considered as forming part 
of the great-aristocracy, to which he is al- 
lied through his mother, through his wife, 
and through other matrimunial alliances of 
his family.

Hig 
aunt is Countess Nostits, who was grand mis- 
tress of the household to the late empress, 


while the baron himself was not only the most 


trusted friend, confidant, and chief secretary 
to Count Kalnoky, the chance Hor, but like- 
wise the executor of his will, the legatee of 
all his papers, and intrusted with the publica. 
tion of his memoirs, which have yet to see the 
light of day.

Writers in speaking ot President Roose- 
velt and the kaiser usually refer to the re- 
markable resemblance existing between the 
two men, both in their personal character- 
istics and in all their actions.

guage reform. I already have referred te 
the ruler’s abolishment of the term chauffeur 
and the substitution of the German equiva 
lent. Now it is made known that the kaiser 
for the new infantry tactics has ordered 
that for several foreign terms taken from the 
French, German words shall be employed. 
It also will be remembered that when the 
kaiser. first came to the throne he ordered 
that German words should be used for French 
termes on the royal bill of fare. 


Aroused Over Meat Prices. 

The winter is fast approaching; but the ery 
of the high price of meat continues and the 
German government does nothing to re- 
lieve the situation. Last fall and summer 
the Prussian minister of agriculture, the 
same Herr von Podbielski, now badly in- 


clared that the meat famine was due to poor 
crops and soon would disappear. That the 
minister in his infinite wisdom was badly 
mistaken the results of the last month have 
conclusively shown. 

While the price of meat in all neighbor- 
ing countries is much lover than in Germany, 
the German government for twelve years 
systematically has done everything possible 
to exclude foreign meats. In view of the 
distressing meat situation, no wouder that 
the newspapers of all parties say that if 
the elections for the reichstag were held in 
1906 instead of 1908 the increase of socialist 
votes would be à revelation to the infallible 
German government. 

An international congress for children’s 
welfare is now being heldin Berlin. The dis- 
tinguished authority, Prof. Baginsky of the 
Kaiserin Friedrich hospital, spoke on the 
impreasionability of children as influenced by 
their surroundings. He told of several cases 
where children gave up bad habits under 
new environment. 

Dr. Sonnenberger of Worms spoke on the 
value of vacation schools and urged their 
establishment by the state. Such schools, he 
declared, were an important factor for the 
prevention of tuberculosis.

HUGE GAIN IN STEEL INDUSTRY. 


Increase of 25 Per Cent in Exports for 
First 9 Months This Year—$127,- 
‘189,673 of Material Sent Abroad. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 4.—4 bulletin is- 
sued by the department of commerce and 
labor says that exports of iron and steel 
manufactures show an increase’ of about 25 
per cent in the nine months ending in Sep- 
tember, and imports of a similar character 
show also an increase of practically 25 per 
cent in the same period as compared with 
the same months of the preceding year. Ex- 
ports of all domestic products increased 
about 18 per cent, the bulletin says, and im- 
ports about 9 per cent. 

Pig iron and iron ore imports aggregated 
over $10,000,000 in the nine months, against 
about $5,000,000 in the corresponding period 
of 1905 and about $2,000,000 in 1904. 

Pig tin imports in the nine months of 1906 
amounted to over 27,381,500, against $20,- 
700,371 in 1905 and $17,348,294 in 1904. 

Tin plate exportations, the bulletin says, 
also show a marked increase, the exports in 
1906 being 23,794,151 pounds, against 14,- 
562,152 in 1905 and 12,056,069 in 1904. 

Comparing the figures of 1906 with those 
of a decade earlier, the bulletin says, the 
exports of iron and steel show a gain of over 
270 per cent, while the imports of iron and 
steel show meantime an increase of 50 per 
cent. Iron and steel exports in the nine 
months of 1906 were $127,189,678, and iron and 
eae for the same time were $24,- 

6,887. 


READING ENLIVENS STOCKS. 


Saves Week End from Dullness on the 
New York Exchange—Bank of 
France Becoming Wary. 


{BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. |] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 4.—[Special.)—Read 
ing saved the day yesterday on the New 
York Stock exchange. But for that coaling 
stock the week end would have been marked 
by extreme dullness. As it was the first hour 
produced nothing. But the second hour de- 
veloped strength and a firm close. 

Reading was sold for profits on Friday's 


rise and some professionals unloaded through 


fear of a weak bank statement. 

The bank statement verified the most lib- 
eral estimates of the loss of cash during the 
week, the decrease in that Kem rising to 

7,342,000. But whatever increase of credits 
may have been made in New York during 
the week it was again kept out of the bank 
statement, which showed a loan decrease of 
$9,542,300. 

It ie known that franc loan bills have been 
negotiated in this market during the weea. 
Cables from Paris report discrimination by 
the Bank of France against American finance 
bias in an effort to check it. This has given 
rise to rumors of an advance in the Bank of 
France discount rate.

DEATH RATE SHOWS INCREASE. 


Report of Health Department for Ten 
Months Credits Weather with 
High Mortality Showing. 


Nearly 1,100 more deaths were reported to 
the bureau of vital statistics of the Chicago 
health department during the elapsed ten 
months of 1906 than in the corresponding 
period for 1905, according to the weekly bul- 
letin of the department. This, considered 
with the growing population, is an increase 
of 1.8 per cent. 

Excess in temperature and deficiency in 
rainfall are regarded as being in part re- 
sponsible. There have been 249 fewer deaths 
of children between the ages of 1 and 5 years, 
the milk feeding period. There were 110 
fewer deaths from apopléxy, 158 from bron- 
chitis, and a decrease in deaths from con- 

tion. 
The freak character of the weather 
has been responsible for October losing its 
place as the month of lowest mortalities, 


The bulk of news offerings was bullish 
in color, the conditions northwest continu- 
ing as one of the principal influences. The 
movement of wheat to Duluth and Minne 
apolis was materially under that of last yeer, 
and there was not much on the surface to 
indicate an early increase init. Bears con- 
tinued to attribute the comparative lightness 
of receipts to the crippled railway service, 
but bulls maintained that there were enough 
cars to carry all that the farmers were will- 
ing to offer at prevailing prices. Gossip in- 
dicating disappointing yields in important 
sections of the spring wheat

fall much below the early rosy estimates. 


Farmers Hold Their Wheat. 


“The truth of the matter is,” said a bull, 
that the light receipts at the leading north- 
western points are due more to a scarcity of 
grain than to any shortage of cars. Also 
it is a fact that the farmers are not willing 
to dump what they have into the markets 
at the prices offered them. If more specu- 
lative activity were displayed, it would not 
take much to give prices a good boost. 
Wheat, on its merits, is worth more than it 
is bringing now.“ 

The cash situation has continued strong, 
with firmer premiums over futures in the 
northwest. There has been talk of mills 
shutting down because of a falling off in 
the flour business, but figures indicate that 
the demand for the breadstuff is healthy. 
Bulls insist that the closing down of mills 
is due to the inability of millers to get mflling 
wheat in quantity sufficient to employ their 
full forces. 


Northwestern Stocks Lighter. 


The stocks of wheat at Minneapolis are 
showing much under those of last year at 
this time, indicating that the country mills 
are drawing more heavily upon the supplies 
of grain in their neighborhoods. Argentine 
news was of a conflicting character. Num- 
erous advices were to the effect that 
weather and crop conditions were 
of a favorable sort, but late in the week a 
message to a reliable house was that condi- 
tions in important provinces were unsatis- 
factory. The trade is inclined to take with 
a grain of salt the official estimated yield of 
208,000,000 bu in the South American re- 
public. The conservative students believe 
that the country will do well to turn out 
175,000,000 bu. They also believe that the 
country will do well if it has 100,000,0000 bu 
for export to Europe. 

The exports from America since July 1 
have aggregated u total much in excess of 
that of the corresponding period last year, 
and men close to the situation believe that 
chances are good for a continuation of the 
good showing. 


Corn Dull and Featureless. 


Fea turelessness was the feature of the corn 
market last week. Business was at painfully 
low ebb, and fluctuations were within nar- 
row bounds. Almost everything done wae 
by professionals, and at times the pit was 
practically deserted. The week end prices 
showed insignificant changes as compared 
to those of the week before. The offerings 
of the cereal by the farmers are not as large 
as the bears had figured they would be at 
this time, and the growers apparently are 
more disposed to hold out for higher prices. 
While crop conditions generally have been 
satisfactorily, several important sections 
have been sending in unfavorable husking 
returns, and there have been numerous com- 
plaints of dry rot. 

Bears believe that they have the better of 
the argument, and the short interest is large. 
However, they are inchined to await further 
developments before increasing their pres- 
sure on prices. The etubbornness which 
the selling has met has caused considerable 
uneasiness among the more timid bears, all 
moderate breaks finding big interests ready 
to take on. 


Good Buying of Oats. 

The final session of the week witnessed 
pronounced activity in the oate market, 
with prices working considerably higher. 
Throughout the entire period the cereal 
displayed relatively more strength than corn, 
and the final prices were at advances of %c 
for December, e for May, and e 
for July, as compared to the last quotations 
of the preceeding week. The buying was 
for important interests, and the bulk of the 
grain taken on was, according to pit sleuths, 
for longs who are expected to hold out for 
better prices. The smaller shorte indulged 
in liberal covering, but the larger ones ap- 
parently did little either way. 

Wet weather has been unfavorable to 
grading, and has held the shipments down 
materially in the northwest. The holdings of 
oats are very Hght as compared to those 
of last year at this time, and the demand 
from the east and the south is beginning to 
show morelife. Nebraska has been shipping 
large quantities to Dixie, and reports indi- 
cate that the wants down there are far 
from being satisfied. 


Hog Products Are Stronger. 


Hog products ruled higher and considera- 
bly more active the greater part of the week. 
The continued light run of hogs to the lead- 
ing «western packing points and the reduced 
holdings of manufactured products have 
caused considerable covering by shorts and 
no mean amount of new investment buying 
for outsiders. Unless the hog movement be- 
comes more pronounced, the bulls declare, 
there soon will be a big scramble of shorts 
to cover in the January products. Foreign- 


mene has been absorbed by the Standard 
corporation. 

Several prominent attorneys from the state 
of Texas will appear in defense of the Wa- 
ters-Pierce company, but it is not expected 
that Senator Bailey will be among them. 


Prominent Men Subpenaed. 
Process servers have served subpoenas on 
a number of prominent St. Louls men.

Mr. Pierce will be requested to tell what 
agreement the officials of the Waters-Pierce 
company of Texas made with the Standard. 
It is believed that his testimony will be as 
sensational as his efforts to keep away from 
Attorney General Hadley of Missouri. 


Standard Opens New Field. 

Shreveport, La., Nov. 4.—The Standard Ol! 
company has bought fdérty-two acres in the 
Caddo City oil field, twenty miles north of 
Shreveport, and will begin operations at once 
in the development of the property. There 
is one floying well on the property, and to 
handle the product a complete pumping sta- 
tion, a pipe line, and storage tanks will be 
erected. 

It is the intention of the Standard ol com- 
pany to ship the crude toits refinery at Beau- 
mont until the fleld is fully developed, when 
a refinery will be erected in Shreveport.

N. J.; F. R. Pierson of Tarrytown, N. T.; 
Nathan Smith of Adrian, Mich.; J. C. 
Vaughan of Chicago, and E. G. Hill of Rich- 
mond, Ind. 

The program for the remainder of the week 
follows:
